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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. Claims 2-10, 33-35, 53-55, and 60 are allowed. 

2. Claims 1, 1 1-32, 36-52, and 56-59 are cancelled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of records fails to disclose or render an obviousness of a method for 
filtering data comprising: receiving a plurality of samples, computing a locus of samples 
by averaging of a last three samples; normalizing a value of input sample to a range 
centered on the locus; passing through a distance-based filter, and normalizing an output 
value to a predetermined range as seen in independent claims 9 and 33 wherein limiting 
the normalized output of value of the distance-based filter within selected limits of 
normalization, including adjusting the filter output value and the internal filter storage 
locations to remain within the selected limits of normalization as seen in claims 54 and 
60. 

The closest found prior arts are Bae et al. (U.S. 5,968,1 11) and Connell et al. 
(U.S. 6,018,750). Bae et al. in view of Connell et al. disclose a method for filtering data 
comprising: receiving a plurality of samples, computing a locus of samples; normalizing 
a value of input sample to a range centered on the locus; and passing through a distance- 
based filter. However, either individual or in combination of Bae et al. and Connell et al. 
fails to disclose the step of computing a locus of samples by averaging of a last three 
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samples and the step of limiting the normalized output of value of the distance-based 
filter within selected limits of normalization, including adjusting the filter output value 
and the internal filter storage locations to remain within the selected limits of 
normalization as seen above.
